OTTAWA (CP) — Canada’s 
political leaders went back 
behind closed doots today, 
apparently in agreement on 
the wording of « formula that 
woukl permit constitutional 
changes within Canada, but 
stil unsure whether the 
formula itself would be ac 
cepted. 

Quebec Premier Robert 
Bourassa jis asking that 
agreement on a@ formula be, 
accompanied by acceptance 
of his proposals for increased 
jurisdiction over welfare ser- 
vices in his province. 

Mr. Bourassa said before 
the opening of the second day 
of the conference that there 
has been substantial progress 
on working out a formula for 
amending Canada’s constiti- 
tion, which still must be done 
via Britain's Parliament, by 
Canada itself. But there was 
no definitive and complete 
agreement. 

He .was asked whether 
tentative agreement could be 
reached today and the formu- 
Ja discussed back in Quebec.

policies. His sparring with Ottawa is 
so constant that he cannot resist 
employing any major publie pro- 
nouncement for a further jibe at the 
government’s conduct of national 
affairs. Last week's budget speech 


was no exception, and Mr. Bennett. 


took oceasion to criticize “high 
interest rates, tight money, and 


objected to Ottawa's handling of 
costs arising from the influx of 
people from other parts of Canada 
who seek the Pacific Coast as a 
more comfortable place in which to 
weather unemployment—a point of 
some substance. For good measure 
Mr. Bennett included as an appen- 
dix his lengthy submission to the 
federal - provincial conference of 
September, 1970. 

In regard to the more-or-less 
temporary migrants from other 
parts of Canada, Mr. Bennett 
rightly sees “a responsibility to the 
new British Columbia citizens,” 
even though “we. have no. control 
over the movement of these people,” 
and he urges intensive industrial 
development of the province as the 
only way in which this rapidly 
escalating population can be sus 
tained . 


That, of course, is an almost 
universal problem these days, al- 
though British Columbia with its 
natural and physical advantages is 
particularly subject to population 
growth. The corollary to the neces- 
sary development in this province, 
according to Mr. Bennett's thesis, is 
fewer federal demands on British 
Columbia’s revenue sources, more 
federal assistance in the form of 
grants and loans. 

One of the obstacles which this 
theory of aid-to-the-affluent: runs 
into is the federal government’s 
need to assist the less favored parts 
of Canada. It is not good that this 
nation should have permanently 
depressed areas — “Appalachian” 
islands in a sea of Yelative pros- 
perity. This problem Ottawa has 
sought to solve through grants-in- 
aid to certain areas, development

to establish industries where. these 
are lacking, or conversely, to 
remove unemployed workers to 
more productive regions.

As an overall economic and 
socia} solution to stability of main- 
tenance for the population as a 
whole, the guaranteed annual in- 
come is being looked at by most 
political parties and many countries 
today. Undoubtedly some form of it 
will become the eventual answer to 
individual insecurity, although . the 
toll in national costs, in burdens on 
production and in , psychological 
effects on the human beings who 
will benefit, are still very much 
unknown factors. 

Such considerations apart, Mr. 
Bennett’s concept of prosperous 
areas of the country being built up 
to maximum productivity in order 
to provide apparently permanent 
assistance to less endowed: areas 
whose residents will be supplied 
with a guaranteed income, contains 
a fallacy. This approach seems to 
condemn such residents to an 
enduring form of second-class citi- 
zenship from which it would be very 
difficult to break free, 

Surely the correct approach is to 
rehabilitate people rather than 
regions, and this would require the 
establishment of industry or. com- 
mercial enterprises where these are 
feasible, or else the removal of wage- 
earners to places where they can 
function to provide their own 

What permanent states of un- 
employment the computer-automa- 
tion age may impose on mankind 
have yet to be determined. But until 


' that. new. era. arrives. for mankind 


the objective. should be maximum 
participation in the nation’s produce- 
tive processes by all Canadians who 
are physically and mentally capable, 
rather than a lopsided economy of 
permanent givers and permanent 
receivers.

Five Vietnamese have been 
refused permission by Immi- 
gration Minister Otto Lang to 
enter Canada. They are 
South Vietnamese who support 
the Viet Cong — that is, are 
opposed to the present South 
Vietnamese government and 
its United States allies. 


Mr. Lang says that the five 
fall into the class of prohibited 
persons, who would normally 
be ineligible for entry visas 
and. may come into- Canada 
only with the minister's per- 
mission. 


The intention of the five was 
to address an audience in De- 
troit via a closed-circuit tele- 
vision link from Windsor.

The heavy shocks “of the Los 
Angeles earthquake rocked the sensi- 
tive seismic equipment at the Vic- 
toria Geophysical: Observatory on 
Little Saanich Mountan at 6:01 a.m., 
but nobody else in the city felt even a 
quiver. 


Dr. William Milne, federal 
government seismologist, pulled out a 


graph and pointed “to the wild scrawt~ ~ 
where the seismograph had recorded - 


the earthquake. 


He estimated the shocks at about 
6.5 Richter magnitude, healthy by 
anybody’s standards, but said they 
could have been as low as 6.1,
